No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during April, 
May and June, 1954. 


April. 

Pressure and Wind.—Early in the month it appeared that there was a good chance of the North- 
West being affected by a tropical cyclone which formed north of Darwin, but this system moved 
inland over the Territory on the 10th. However, a low pressure trough persisted off the North- 
West coast almost throughout the month, causing light to moderate and at times fresh easterly 
winds in the tropics. 

In the remainder of the State winds were easterly for most of the time, but towards the end 
of the month the influence of southern depressions became more noticeable. One which passed 
south of Cape Leeuwin on the 11th caused north-west to south-west gales over the S.W. and S.E. 
divisions, but the first real gale of the winter arrived on the 22nd. 

As this developed, pressures fell unusually low and on the previous day pressures at Perth 
fell to 1,000 mbs. On the 22nd, pressure at Perth was below 1,000, and at Cape Leeuwin it fell to 
992 mbs. 

The combination of low pressures and westerly gales caused unusually severe erosion on 
the beaches, and about 200 feet of the coast road was undermined in the City Beach area. 

During the Easter period conditions over the southern half of the State were controlled 
by an anticyclonic system and a weak low pressure trough along the west coast. The resulting 
weather was fine and sunny with light easterly winds, and in many places the highest temperature 
of the month was recorded during this period. 


Temperature.—The depressions and the following anticyclones of the latter half of the 
month brought a strong flow of southern maritime air over the State. Cloudless skies and com- 
paratively dry air of the anticyclonic systems over the inland areas favoured radiation of heat 
during the night, and low temperatures were recorded. The first widespread frosts of the season 
occurred on the 28th, and from that date to the end of the month similar conditions existed each 
night in the inland parts of the S.E. and S.W. divisions. 

Day temperatures were also low in places during this period, and at Mundiwindi on the 29th, 
the maximum was only 58 degrees, which is 29 degrees below the normal for the month. 

The lowest recorded during the month was 28 degrees at Wandering on the 28th, and the | 
highest, 107 degrees at Marble Bar on the Ist and 2nd. On the 5th, Marble Bar’s maximum | 
was less than 100 degrees, for the first time since January. 


Rainfall_—There were a few scattered showers in the south coastal districts during the 
first week, but the first general rains in these areas were recorded on the 12th. Light to moderate 
falls were recorded but the rain did not penetrate far inland. The first general rains in the ag- 
ricultural area fell on the 22nd and 23rd. In a few cases totals exceeded two inches, but in most 
places the rains were only light or moderate. Similar falls occurred in the S.E., Eucla and N.E. 
divisions, but almost throughout the southern half of the State, the month’s rainfall was below nor- 
mal. 

In the Kimberleys, showers started on the 4th and continued almost throughout the month. 
During the period 13th to 21st some heavy rains were recorded, particularly in the West Kim- 
berley, where Frazier Downs received 15 inches in 24 hours. At Derby, rain was recorded on 14 
days including 12 consecutive days as against a normal two wet days experienced for the month. 

At the beginning of the month, prospects in these divisions were bad, but by the end of 
it there was a surplus of water in many places. The Fitzroy river was in flood, 21 feet above the 
crossing, and it was feared that many sheep along the river would be drowned before they could 
be moved to higher land. 

Good rains were recorded also in the DeGrey division, and more scattered and lighter falls 
elsewhere in the tropics and northern sub-tropics. In the southern half of the Gascoynes falls 
were light. 


Metropolitan.—Weather in Perth was mainly fine and warm in the first half of the month, 
but cold cloudy and at times showery in the latter half. i 


On the 22nd, the day of westerly gales, wind reached 63 m.p.h., at 6:35 p.m. There were 
six wet days, and a total of 143 points was recorded during the month, This is 34 points less 
than the normal for April. 


The highest temperature was 88-0 degrees (11-6 degrees above normal), on the 21st and 


the lowest 40-2 degrees (17-1 degrees below normal), on the 28th. This was the second lowest 
April temperature on record, and the lowest since 1914. 


May. 

Opening rains swept through the agricultural districts of Western Australia during the last 
week of May. Heavy to moderate rains were recorded at most centres between the 23rd and 31st 
May. 
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These rains also extended northwards into the De Grey, Fortescue and Gascoyne divisions 
and gave temporary relief to the drought position in the latter area. 


Pressure and Wind.—Anticyclonic systems dominated the sub-tropics during the first three 
weeks, while weak cold fronts associated with depressions south of the State caused light scat- 
tered rains in the south and lower west coastal districts. 


Winds were chiefly S.W./S.E. in the southern districts and backed S.E. /N.E. in the northern 


‘sub-tropics during this period. 


From the 22nd May until the end of the month, cyclones off the south-west corner of the 

State controlled the weather throughout the sub-tropics. Westerly winds, which reached gale 
force on some occasions in the south-west division, predominated throughout the week. 

: An inactive low pressure trough extended over most of the tropics during the first three 

weeks. Cold fronts associated with the two vigorous depressions experienced between May 22nd 


‘and May 31st caused widespread rain in all tropical divisions but the Kimberleys. During the 


remainder of the month a ridge of high pressure extended over the tropics and weather was fine. 
Except during the final week when the winds were westerly, south of the De Grey division, easterly 
winds prevailed throughout most of the State. 


Rainfall.—During the first three weeks light general rains were recorded in the sub-tropics, 
falling chiefly in the central coastal and south coastal sub-divisions. In the remainder of the 


‘South-West and South East divisions rains were only light and scattered. 


On the 22nd heavy rains were recorded in the central coastal and south coastal sub-divisions. 
By the 23rd, they had extended into the remainder of the South West division and continued, 


except for a break on the 28th, until the 3lst. Most centres in the central and south central sub- 


divisions recorded totals above the normal for May, but in the remaining sub-divisions above nor- 
mal totals were in the minority. 


In the South Eastern division, half the stations reported good surpluses and the remainder 
small deficits. Apart from the Kimberley divisions the tropics shared in the good rains, as did 
the northern sub-tropics, but the De Grey and the East Gascoynes were the only divisions to re- 


‘cord surpluses. The Fortescue received approximately normal rains but in the West Gascoyne 


they were well below average. The highest total for the month, 794 points, was recorded at Wal- 
pole. 


Temperature.—Temperatures were above average at most stations between the Ist and 
11th and again from the 19th to the 25th. Markedly colder conditions extended over all but the 
Kimberley divisions during the last, week of May. 


The highest temperature of the month, 99 degrees, was recorded at Anna Plains on the 
4th, at Wyndham on the 6th and 13th. 


Frosts were experienced in the central sub-division and the South Eastern division during 
the middle of May. The Jowest temperature for the month, 28 degrees, was recorded at Wandering 
on the 14th. 


Metropolitan.—Weather was fine and mild during the first three weeks of May, but colder 
cloudy conditions prevailed during the last week. 


Heavy rains which were recorded between the 22nd and 31st resulted in Perth receiving 
more than the normal total for May. There were 15 wet days, on which a total of 529 points was 
recorded. ; 


Thunder and lightning were reported frequently between the 22nd and 31st. On the 30th 
a hailstorm caused considerable damage to market gardens in the metropolitan area. The highest 
temperature was 83-0 degrees, 14-0 degrees above normal on the 21st and the lowest 42-0 degrees, 


10-6 degrees below normal on the 15th. The greatest wind velocity was 48 m.p.h. from the N.W. 
on the 26th. 


June. 


Pressure and Wind.—Successive high pressure cells with weak cold fronts between them 
controlled the weather over most of the State until the 13th. There were scattered light rains 
in the South-West divisions during the passage of these cold fronts, which conditions persisted 
until the 13th when a low pressure trough became active over the west Kimberley, DeGrey and 
Fortescue divisions from the 13th to the 15th. 


On the 17th, an intense depression caused widespread rain in the South-West division. 


These rains extended inland to the remainder of the subtropics and tropics as far north as 
the Fortescue division. 


For the most of the remainder of the month the weather in the South-West division was 
controlled by weak southern depressions, while a ridge of high pressure extended over the re- 
mainder of the State. 


On the 27th and 28th rains extended inland to the Gascoyne and South-Eastern divisions 
as a low pressure system deepened over the South-West of the State. 


During the last few days of the month a high pressure system once more covered the en- 
tire State. Westerly winds were experienced in most of the South coastal areas, becoming much 
stronger in the second half of the month. In the remainder of the sub-tropics winds were variable 
but chiefly North-East to South-East during the first two weeks but thereafter westerly winds 
predominated as the cyclonic activity increased. ; 
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The tropics experienced north-east to south-east winds throughout the month except 
when the DeGrey and Fortescue divisions were affected by the passage of cold fronts when the 
winds were westerly. 


Rainfall.—Although rain in the latter half of the month was of a widespread nature in the 
sub-tropics, it did not fall in sufficient amount to balance a very dry period experienced between 
the Ist and the 14th. As a result, all stations in the West Gascoyne and South-West divisions 
had below normal rainfall. Some stations in the East Gascoynes and the South-Eastern divisions 
recorded above average June rainfall. The rainfall centres in the Eucla and North-Eastern 
divisions all received above normal rainfall this month. 


In the tropics some good falls were recorded in the West Kimberley, DeGrey and Fortescue 
divisions, but there was none reported from the East Kimberley and only one light fall from the 
North Kimberley divisions. 


Margaret River with 870 points recorded the highest total for the month, 


Temperature.—For the first nine days temperatures were with few exceptions below normal 
over the entire State. Widespread frosts which damaged crops and pastures in the South-West 
divisions were reported during this period. 


Although more stations reported high temperatures during the second week, it was not 
until the third week that they became general throughout the State. During the last week of the 
month stations in the South-West division have reported colder conditions with lower maximum 
temperatures. 


The highest temperature for the month was 98 degrees at Kalumburu on the second and the 
lowest, 26 degrees at Bridgetown on the 9th and 10th. 


Metropolitan —Although it rained on 15 days only 362 points were recorded, and this 
June is the driest since 1911. 


Above average temperatures were recorded between the 16th and 22nd, and on several 
other days of the month. The highest temperature, 69-7 degrees, 5-3 degrees above normal, was 
recorded on the 16th and the lowest, 37-5 degrees, 12-3 degrees below normal on the 6th. 


Gale force westerly winds occurred on the 26th of the month, on this day two maximum 
wind gusts of 48 m.p.h. were recorded from the west north-west and west.
